We 
had quite « revival, preaching, bap- 
tizing, receiving members into. the 
ohurech and administering the Lord's 
Supper. Among the many who gave 
ns their hand was a German, and a 
Mohammedan. This German is traly 
converted, and dexires to zecnre local 
preacher's license in onr church. A 
white gentleman of the Paptist de- 
nomination came over before chnrch 
and spent the eveniug with me and 
commaned with ns avd maid, he was 


=o delighted with our services, he felt: 


like casting in his lot with ns, and 
would do all be could to assist our 
oebnreh in Kalk Bay. 

I will speud today and tomorrow at 
Woreester, 110 miles from here, the 
charge of Rev. Roman, one of the lay- 
men who is stopping here, and came 
to xee whether I was going there and 
keep my appointment. * Said he be- 
lieved we con!d get a congregation of 
6,000, were a place obtsivable to Lold 
the people.

| AS TO TYRE SOLUTION OF OUR CHURCH 


TROUBLES IN CAPE COLONY. 

Promptly at 2:30 p.m., Friday, March 
24d, in company with Mr. Gow, I ap- 
peared at the Honse of Parliament ahd 
was conducted into the office of the 
Hon. Mr. Scbreiner, Her Majeoty, 
Queen Victoria's premier of Sonth 
Africa. We were received with marked 
conrtesy, With his honor «at Mr. Dale 
the registry office and Mr. Janisch, of 
nnder colonial gaeccretary,. Seeing 
these gentlemen prezent we were 
rFomewhat perm#naded that onr brief 
previously snbmitted, bad been faror- 
ably considered. 

Each section of the docnment was 
carefnlly disenssed by the premier, 
myself and Mr, Gow. Finally the 
letter of Bishop Gaines was referred 
to. TI told the premier that the Bishop 
in his letter only gave his individual 
views regarding the laws, cnstoms and 
n*sages of the chnrech, which he had a 
perfect right to do, bunt it was not the 
voice of the House of Bishops, and tho 
ordination of Mr. Dwane as Vicar 
Biszhop was not, to my knowledge, 
discns8ed by the Honse of Bishops. 

But on the contrary, resolntions of 
thanks to God for the great work ac- 
complished by Bishop Turner and for 
his safe retarn from Africa were nnani- 


' monsly passed and pnablished in onr 


chnrech organs, 
I also know that Annnal Conferences 


paxsed similar commendatory resoln- 


tions in keeping with those passed by 


' the Honse of Bisbops. 


The premier als0 said before the in- 
terview closed that even if Mr, Dwane 


| was legitimately ordained, in severing 
' bis 


connection with the chin 
Sonth Africa, the chnre: was left 
withont a rev#ident head or a Bishop 
in charge, thereby breaking the link 
between Cape Colony and America, 
and Her Majesty's government wonld 
not care to write to America 
bu«iness of the chnrch was to be con- 
s$1(,ered. 

The letter of Bizhop Gaines was pnb- 
lished in the daily papers of the colony 
and well ventilated, but yonr rejoinder 
did not, xomehow or other, reach the 
channel, and in the alsence of 
which the government, naturally, came 
to the conelnsion that onr organization 
in South Africa was defective. 
the denial to our ministers the rights 
to legitimate ecclesiastic

THE ANSWER TO OUR PLEADINGS. 

After the interview closed the Hon. 


| Premier said that he woull give us an 


answer at an early date. We thanked 
His Honor for the high compliment 
paid our church for granting the dele- 
gation snch an extended interview of 
nearly an hour, an unusual thing in 
diplomacy.

ment thereon. - 

It is, of courss, well known that the A.M. 
E. Chu ch of America poxseases in that 
conntry a sabmantial organization, the ram- 
ifleations of whase p_—_— extend, you 
report, to Canada, the West Indian Islands 
and Weatern Africa, and Mr, Schreiner 
wishes you to understand that the govern- 
ment does not oppose the extenslon to the 
Cape Colony of the legitimate wish of the 


| denomination. 


In your letter of the 20th ult. you Intima- 
ted the purpose of your visit to this country 
is to clear up existing misconceptions as to 
the aim and object of the church you belong 
to, You came by deputation from Primate 
Bishop Turner, empowered to confer and to 
explain, and it has been made to appear 


The government takes & broad view of 
the ease and concludes that as the status of 
the Rey, Mr, Dwanrt, who claimpd to be the 
Bishop and eccleslastical bead in South 
Africa of the A. M. E. Charch, has not yet 
been affirmed, to the satisfabtion of the 
government, and it is understood that bis 


alleged capacity has ceaged. The fu'l recog- 
nition of the A. M. E. denomination a4 « 
ehurch, organized aud working in this 
colony withia the meaning of the marriage 
order in Council 21838, has not been demon- 
strated ta be yet dues. 

Under Yhean cireumstances, and aecing 
that the General Conference whoge avowed 
object is to place disputed matters on a 
legal footing, is timed to aascrhble In two 
months, then thers appear to be valid rea- 
sons for deferring Such recognition until 
the organization , and working of that 
church is placed upon & s#ound basis in the 
colony with the approval and sanction of 
the General Conference. 

As re s your own particular applica- 
tion, I am, therefors to say, that apart from 
the fact that the documents submitted are 
according to legal advice received, not of 
zuch a wo as to juxtify the —_ 860,

Traveling throngh the oolony is 
not too +afe at present, All the bridges 
and treatles are guarded by eoldiers, 
ſearing that zxome miscreant will work 
ovil and cut the lize of. commnnics- 
tion. Smonldering fires of anrest ares 
pervading different parts of tbe colony, 
which necessitates Creat Britain's 
armed force of orer 200,000 m»vn, and 
renſorcements are arriving weekly, 
and by the end of April it is expected 
that the British troops in South Africa 
will number about 270,000 men.

In 
other words, the mobs and the Afri- 
can anti-emigrationists belong to the 
*ame party, and we ought not to be 
mad at one withont being mad at the 
other. Those who advocate the stay- 
here policy, advocate it for the sole 
parpose of giving the mobs something 
to do; for the colored race will never 
be anything here, while the world 
stands, at the rate things are going, 
and the African anti-emigrationists are 
doing nothing to make things better. 

Wherever you find them, you find a 
zenllion of the lowest order, let them 
be mwinisters of the gospel or Bizhops 
por teachers or politicians, or in any 
osition they may hold, 


A NEW DISPENSATION. 

A uew dispensation seems to have 
dawned upow the office seekers of the 
A. M. E. Chureb; that is to say, if « 
man runs for Bishop or allows his 
name to be need for a Bishop willingly, 
he cannot be « candidate for any other 
office, and if he is a General Officer he 
cannot be a caudidate for the office he 
has filled; and s0 among the general 
offices that he assumes to ran for, if 
he fails as Financial Secretary, or 
General Manager, or Editor, or Church 
Extengion, or Missionary Secretary, 
he will not be allowed to ran for any 
other position in the gift of the church. 
This is entirely new; heretofore a Gen- 
eral Officer could run for the Bishop- 
ric, and if he was not elected he fell 
back to his old office and was gener- 
ally elected; but not 0 now, 0 they 
tell ns from various parts of the 
church. We will express no opinion 
«bout the new policy, but simply say, 
it shows that great men are springing 
np in all parts of the church by scores, 
if not by bandreds, nor does this pol- 
icy 1n any respect reflect to the dis- 
credit of the defeated candidate. If 
he fails to get what he runs for, it 
s8hows he did not want the other or 
the one he had; if he was « General 
Officer and the man who wants the 
position is elected to it, and thus the 
matter ends, Some man, who will be 
satisHed with the position, is elected 
to it, not run” for one office and fall 
back on another.

1he emperor Menelik of Abyssinia 
is to visit Paris during the exposition 
and be the gnest of the Countess de 
Castellane, formerly Niss Anna Gould 
of New York.” Abyssinia is located in 
the heart of Africa and the Abyssini- 
ans are « mixture of Ethiopian or Ne- 
gro, Arabs, Egyptians and other races. 
He is known in his country as the 
king of kings, and is the only monarch 
who has defeated the Enropean troops. 
His victims were the Italians; he de- 
feated them «0 thoroughly that in one 
battle, ont of twenty-one thonzsand 
[talianvs, only one thousand excaped; 
all the rest wore either killed or taken 
prisoners. Menelik is fifty-five years 
old and weighs two bundred and fifty 
Fponnds, and it is aid he has « flerce, 
determined exprexsion, but his face 
lights up with a pleasant zmile when 
he is talking. He, visits Paris by an 
invitation of the French nation and 
his wife will likely accompany him. 
King Menelik is snpposed to be a de- 
scendant of King Solomon, by Queen 
Candis.

It will be « long 
time before Africa with her teeming 
millions of heathens and zemi-heatbens 
can boast of one Misn1onary for every 
25,000 natives. There is enough work 
in Africa to keep the agencies of every 
evangelical organization working 50 
years, without stopping to fire s single 
shot at each other. 

Thus, let every true -minister of 
Christ, whether he be black or white, 
nail this ensign to his mast, **The 
heathen to Him for an inheritance, 
and the utmost parts of the earth for 
His possessions,”

The idea of « God is the bighest 
conception of the hnman mind. The 
cou viction that the God of revelation 
exi-ts is the most consolivg trath that 
the baman mind and beart can grasp 

Infidelity may prate about man's 
freedom and $eeck to reason the God 
of revelation ont of existence; bat «0 
long as man retains the jdea of bis im- 
mortality; 80 long as the trials and 
temptations of life remain, 80 long as 
the rider of the pale horse travels 
throughout the length and breath of 
the universs; $0 long will be fondly 
cherish the idea that somewhere in 
eternity enrrounded with angels and 
the spirits of the good, « God of eter 
nity, a God of omnipotence, « God of 
Love, exists. 

That man needs God is self-ovident 
and needs no argument. In every 
otate where he is far removed from the 
brate creation be bas songht Him ont 
and when destitate of the light of in- 
*piration he has carved ont with bis 
hands; or found Hlim in «ome distant 
Plauet, flowing stream or breathing 
animal. Thus, he has songht to sat- 
isfy the cravings of bis beart. *'My 
heart panteth after God, even the liv- 
ing God” was the langnage of Israci's 
most distingnished king; and it is the 
lavgnage of the buman family today. 
Jehovah bas been pleaned to revenl 
himself to ns through, the inspired 
book and this revelation is perfect. 
Man cannot by wisdom find ont God; 

reason is too limited, it looses itself in 
pace and there finds nothing but im- 
meusity; it takes the wings of faith to 
noar beyond this vale ani find and 
talk with God. 

The ancient Egyptians, Grecians and 
Romans, with all of their learning, 
failed to find the trans God, thongh 
they were conversant with the book of 
natars. It took Jeans and Pan! and 
other inspired men to reveal the God 
of vatare to dying bumanity and 
bring the doctrine of immortality to 
light. The pzalm from which we have 
nelocted our text is one of thaukasgiv- 
ing to God for blessings graciously be- 
stowed and the promise of that divine 
protection that ancient Israel stood 50 
much 1n need of. 

**The Lord reigneth, let the earth 
rejoices.” Let us notice in the firat 
place: that Jehovah is infinite and 
eternal. That is, there ares no limits 
to the Almighty. He fills all things 
without being all things. Who can 
cirenmacribe His preence, or His 
eternity?

I did not hold this conference earlier 
becanse I thought it best to let it come 
as my last official work while in West 
Africa, This splendid se*sion will be 
memorable, I have no time now to 
give a fuller account of its doings as 1 
am now on the sea homeward bound.

The centre of this district 1s Kiama, 
which is described as a plcturesque 
and thriving town aurrounded by «= 
rich agricultural country, and which 
has beert built upon an igneons flow of 
bamlt that bas wolidified and crystal- 
lized into huge columns of . what is 
popularly called *Dlve Stone.” This 
formation is seen to perfection on the 
weet coant of Scotland and north of 
Ireland it Fingal's Cave and other 
places and thone who are acquainted 
with the rugged nappearance of the 
cont in thee places can form a good 
idea of the appearance of the New 
South Wales coonst at this polnt. 

The famous "blow hole” here sltu- 
ated in the middle of a rocky headland 
running out into the sea fortns a truly 
wondrous sight. With each succeas!ve 
breaker the ocean pray is «ent «hoot- 
ing up into the alr sometlmes as high 
as 300 feet to 400 feet descending in 
& drenching shower and accompanied 
by '« rugbling nols* as of a distant 
thunder, which can be heard for many 
miles around. 

- This "blow bole” is a vingular nat- 
ural phenomenon and consists of a per- 
pendicular hole nearly cireular, with a 
Mametoer of about ten yards acroxss, 
and has the appearance of being the 
erater of an extinct volcano. This is 
connected with the ocean by a care 


about 1,000 yards In length, the sea- 


ward opening of which is in all re 
gapects xImilar to Fingal's Care In the 
north of Ireland, the same perpendicu- 
lar basaltic columns forming the side 
walls of each. Into this cave towering 
waves rush during stormy weather, 


and as the cave extends Some distance 


"further "into the rock tran the "Blow 
Hole,” on the entrance of each wave 
{this cavity becomes full of compreased 
air, which, when the tenslon becomes 
too at. blows the water with stu- 
penaous force up to the perpendicular.

An Enviga's Narrow Excope. 

When Commodore Decatur, in 1815, 
dictated to the dey of Algiers the terms 
of a treaty with the United States, 
Lieut. John Subrick was dispatched to 
Wasbington with a copy for the ap- 
proval of our Government. The brig 
Epervier was detailed for his transpor- 
tation, and he was accompanied by 
Captain Lewis and Lieutenant Neill | 
of the navy, who had married sisters 
a few days before zailling with Com- 
modore Decatur for the Mediterranean, 
and by Lieutenant Drury and Lieuten- | 
ant Yarnell, who bad fought with 
Perry in the battle of Lake Erie. Just | 
before the brig salled Ensign Toslah | 
Tattnell, who was a watch officer on 
the Epervier, succeeded in inducing an 
officer on one of the other ships to ex- 
change places with him, as be pre- | 
ferred to remain with the fleet. A few 
days later, as the Epervier passed ont 
of the Straits of Glbraltar, sbe «lg- 
naled "Al well on board.” Since then 
She bas not been heard from, It is an 
interesting fact that Ensign Tattnell, 
who escaped the fate of bis comrades, 
lived to command the ram Merrimac of 
the confederate navy, Since the Eper- 
vier went down we have lost « num- 
ber of veasels, but each of them can 
be accounted for.—Chicago Record.

Madame Natnre, for in Mizs Banks' 
race the scnllion, the lazy, the vaga- 
bond, the improvident, the immoral, 
are like the «and npon this world's 
shores, and when their grains can be 
tabulated, then will those same classes 
in the otter races know the number of 
white aiscreants who roam on this, 
our globe. What of the Negro in the 
north? There he bas no*place at all. 
Says the northerner: *'We have no 
place for the Negro. We don't like 
him. Take him away!” Although 
the exponent reconnts the invidious 
*entiment of the sonthern.and north- 
people against the kind hearted, for- 
given Negro, she nevertheless desires 
it to be taken in good faith that his dai- 
ly walks are strewed with jasmines and 
pansies, and that he sleeps on « bed of 
thornless roses and is well lifted” by 
his *nperiors.*” We .do admit and 
ever «hall, that in the sonth and north;

Those' of onltured attainments 
who lament their being of the race, 
have not only the puaishment of oon- 
tempt to bear, bnt to also have the 
race like &  millstone around their 
necks—their minds being warped 
they look with contempt on them- 
Sel ves. 

The really black Negr#s have as- 
nociations at leant with other blacks, 
but for the "white Negroes" there is 
nothing but isolation from all haman 
kind, Axsociations , with the pars 
blooded blacks is distasteful to them, 
while companionship or equality with 
the whites is denied them. They are 
tolerated only ah distance. It matters 
not how refined, how beantifnl, how 
intelligent, how well educated the 
light-skinned Negro and Negroes may 
be, they are ontcasts—oantcasts from 
their own choice from the blacks, out- 
casts by the bofror and repalsiou felt 
for them, from the whites. Whores 
*hall they go, with whom «ball thoy 
ansociate, with whom sbalt they mate?” 
The premises ,of that argument are 
abnormal and its conclusive interro- 
gaiions are dighonorable, aecing that 
the law of sociology determines to 
every one his or "her affioity, in the 
code of that autocrat (sociology) there 
ia no Statute of limitations, though 
there is that of retribation, and should 
Proscription with her Medusidan head 
try to draw restriction lines, « smash- 
ing will ensne. f 
Surely no one will doubt the aver- 
ments of Miss Banks, 6xcept when «he 
describes the Negro as baving no pos- 
s!bilities. It thetefore behooves the 
downtrodden man not only to heed the 
voice of Bizhop Tarner, but to move 
onward to where his index points. 
The venerable leader offers no sngges- 
tion, and gives no connsel to the 
young man and the yonng woman who 
have in horror the colored blood flow- 
ing through their .vgivs. Their sonls 
being #0 narrow, they of course neo & 
saperiority in shade, bnt he exhorts 
the sensitive 8008 and danghters of his 
race, who feel that their noble ambi- 
tion is compressed and who accept no 
condegcension flaug at them by the 
white man or white woman.

He weut at it with all his might and 
at times it seemed that he would raise 
the roof from the building of the 
anion. He declared that Dr. Smith 
bad misn*ed the money, and - he was 
anfit for the position because he was 
not a thorough business man. 

Dr. Smith was then given an oppor- 
tanity to present his side of the ques- 
tion. In a calm and deliberate may- 
ner he showed that the business of the 
anion had been condneted in &a 
straight and honorable manner and 
accounted for every cent that had 
been handled by him.
